To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jefferson  in  the 
County  of  Coos  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Jefferson 
Town  Hall  in  said  Jefferson  on  Tuesday,  the  four- 
teenth day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $1512.00  for  State  Aid  Construction  and  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  $3024.00  from  the  State  for  the 
same  purpose,  Cherry  Mountain  Road. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $262.97  and  receive  the  sum  of  $1051.89  from  the 
State  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $95.00  for  advertising  in  cooperation  with 
the  White  Mountains  Region  Association. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abolish  its 
Municipal  Court:  Resolved  that  the  Municipal 
Court  of  this  Town  be  forthwith  abolished  and  that 
the  Town  Clerk  be  directed  to  certify  the  adoption 
of  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  the 
land  between  the  two  parts  of  the  Forest  Vale  Ceme- 
tery, together  with  the  unsold  lots  in  the  new  part, 
and  raise  the  sum  of  $2500.00  toi  pay  for  same,  the 
buildings  thereon  to  be  removed  by  the  present  own- 
er, or  raise  the  sum  of  $1500.00,  the  Town  to  remove 
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the  buildings.  Payment  can  be  made  from  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  by  two-third  vote  of  voters  present 
and  voting. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  es- 
tate acquired  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.

Foreword 

To  the  building  of  a  stronger  America,  the 
schools  of  the  Nation  are  dedicated.  It  is  manda- 
tory that  we  pronounce  in  a  positive  and  unmistak- 
able manner  our  belief  in  the  American  Way  of  Life, 
We  must  not  let  anyone  forget  that  liberty  involves 
and  requires  the  highest  degree  of  individual  and 
group  responsibility  and  sacrifice.  We  must  bend 
our  every  effort  to  wipe  out  greed,  bigotry,  biased 
opinion,  ignorance,  intolerance,  and  all  other  evils 
that  beset  our  democracy. 

The  part  that  the  schools  can  play,  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  home  and  church,  in  the  education  of 
the  coming  generation  is  great.  By  patient  process- 
es of  instruction  and  training  they  should  seek  to 
develop  in  the  youth  of  the  land  those  essential 
knowledges  and  skills  and  that  devotion  to  our 
democratic  way  of  life  which  makes  for  national 
strength  and  unity.

Enrollment  and  Attendance 
There  are,  at  this  writing,  120  enrolled  at  the 
two  schools.  Of  these,  19  are  at  the  Meadows  and 
101  are  at  the  Hill  School.  This  enrollment  figure 
represents  a  decrease  of  three  from  the  same  period 
last  year.  There  are  39  attending  school  outside  the 
district:  38  at  Lancaster  High,  and  one  at  Berlin 
High  School. 

The  percentages  of  attendance  for  last  year 
were,  on  the  whole,  rather  low.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  we  had  a  series  of  epidemics  to  blame  for  this 
condition.  The  Meadows  School,  with  95.40  percent, 
had  the  best  record. 

All  of  the  rooms,  except  the  fifth  and  sixth,  had 
good  tardiness  records.  They  had  46  cases  of  tardi- 
ness. The  other  rooms  varied  from  two  to  nine  each. 
Buildings  and  Equipment 
The  two  school  buildings  are  in  rather  satis- 
factory condition.  During  the  past  summer,  repairs 
and  improvements  were  made  in  addition  to  the 
usual  thorough  summer  cleaning.  A  new  coal  bin 
was  built  at  the  Meadows  School,  and  all  the  class- 
room floors  were  sealed. 

This  coming  summer,  it  seems  that  the  Mea- 
dows School  will  need  to  be  shingled  and  possibly 
painted. 

The  buildings  are  fairly  well  equipped.  With- 
out doubt,  one  of  the  first  items  to  be  considered  in 
the  future  will  be  new  curtains  for  the  Hill  School. 
Many  of  the  present  ones  are  beyond  repair. 

Notes  On  The  Budget 

The  School  Board's  total  budget  for  1950-51  is 
$30,238.00  as  compared  with  $30,049.61  for  last 
year.  This  total  budget  is  reduced  by  an  estimated 
income  of  $2,000.00  so  that  the  requested  appro- 
priation is  $28,238.00.      This  figure  represents    an 
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increase  of  $425.34  over  the  amount  appropriated 
for  1949-50  school  expenditures. 

No  special  articles  have  been  introduced  into 
the  warrant. 

Teachers 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing personnel  of  the  district  since  the  last  report. 
Albert  J.  Pia,  University  of  Nev^  Hampshire,  was 
employed  as  teacher  for  grades  7-8  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  Hill  School,  replacing  Herbert  Calla- 
han. Miss  Nancy  Klingensmith,  Millersville  State 
Teachers  College  (Penna.)  replaced  Effie  Hunt  as 
teacher  for  grades  5-6.  Mrs.  Marguerite  Ayling, 
Salem  Teachers  College  (Mass.)  was  employed  to 
replace  Dorothy  Berry  in  grades  3-4.  Mrs.  Carlisle, 
grades  1-2,  and  Mrs.  Rich  at  the  Meadows  School 
returned  from  the  previous  year. 
Conclusion 

The  destiny  of  our  country  remains  within  our 
people.

The  best  education  for  peace  will  be  that  which 
provides  our  young  people  with  a  realistic  under-
